NOTES. 


| So thorough has the Anglicisation of the Jews of England become, so 
acutely do they respond to every patriotic note, so completely share in the 
national life of the country, that it will come asa surprise to many to 
be told that on Tuesday next the Inaugural Sermon of an Ashkenazi Chief 
Rabbi will for the first time be delivered in the Englishlanguage. The late 
Chief Rabbi spoke in German, and his fies:t sermon appeared in English in 
the guise of a translation by De. Barnard Van Oven. Solomon Hirschell 
was the only Chief Rabbi actually born in England, but he was entirely 
educated: abroad, and was never a fluent speaker of English. When in 1805 
he preached a sermon on the day of Thanksgiving for the victory at Trafalgar, 
his address was ‘“ arranged and rendered into English by a Friend.” The 
late Dr. Adler never acquired a perfect mastery of English, probably because — 
be came to England too late in life to permit of such an acquisition. It may be 
hoped that it wili not be necessary for the community in the future to im- 
port its Chief Rabbi from the Continent. Dr. Adler, though not torn in 
England, is to all intents and purposes an Englishman. | 

Catalogues of books, if well compiled, are of more value than a super- 
ficial observer might imagine. They serve, in the first instance, as an index 
to the contents of the particular library, but they constitute also the raw 
material for literary history. Bibliography is only another name for this raw 
material. It may safely be said that when properly catalogued the value of 
a library is increased ten-fold. Thus the collection of Hebrew books at the 
Guildhall, previously known only to a very few, is now placed at the dis- 
posal of all by the Rev. A. Lowy’s lucid catalogue. It would be well were 
the Jews’ College and the Beth Hamidrash to follow so good an example. 
The Rev. A. L Green’s library well deserves a printed catalogue. The fact 
is that these libraries would largely gain by this course. If one knew clearly 
what books Jews’ College, for instance, possesses and what it stands in 
want of, it is reasonable to hope that these desiderata would be gradua'ly 
supplied. Might not Jews’ College occasionally publish a list of such desi- 
derata ? While on the subject of Hebrew Catalogues, we should like again 
to express our regret at the deplorable condition of the catalogue of the 
British Museum. Zedner’s magnificent work has been allowed to fall quite 
out of date. New works which the Museum has long possessed are not yet 
catalogued, and this fault, in itself discreditable enough, is increased when 
one remembers that by this delay the student is unable to discover whether 
the Museum has not (as some shrewdly suspect), failed to procure certain 
very necessary additions to its valuable stores. We are certain that Mr. — 
Maunde Thompson will not allow the magnificent Hebrew library of the — 
Museum to continue in this unsatisfactory condition. 


The case of one Maurice Emanuel, alias Guttman, who was sentenced 
to six weeks’ hard labour as a‘rogne and vagabond at Portsmouth a few 


days ago, ought to open the eyes of those credulous persons who think they 
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are discharging a pious duty in paying for the conversion of Jews ta Chris- 
tianity. Emanuel, in the character of an “ anxious inquirer,” presented 
himself to a certain Rev. Charles Hm who —y baptised hint. 
Having thus duly attended to his spiritual welfare, Emanuel thought it was 
time to do something for his temporal well-being. Accordingly he requested 
and obtained from the clergyman who had made him a good Christian a 
Joan of fifty shillings, with the ostensible object of returning to Warsaw. 
He managed, however, to get only as far as Southampton, where he offered 
himself for conversion to another minister. Here he was less successful, and 
was given into custody. It transpired that this worthy had been playing 
the same game on several occasions. His case, of course, is no isolated one, 
but he has been found out, If the true character of those Jews who profess 
an anxious desire ‘ to be saved” were investigated, it would generally be found 
to beara strong family likeness to Emanuel’s. If a Jew who wishes to become a 
Christian is poor, his very poverty ought to suffice to make him an object of 
suspicion. Rich Jews seldom express such a wish, Christians with con- 
versionist proclivities, who desire to keep their money in their pockets and to 
guard themselves against imposture, should beware of would-be apostates 
who ate dowh in the world. It is not Christianity these people want, but 
hard cash, If kind-hearted Christians are willing to give them the latter, 
well and good; but let them not insult their own religion by making a hypo- 
critical profession of it the condition precedent to the gift. 


Mr. Lucien Wolf has appended to his paper on “ Cromwell’s Jewish 
Intelligencers "—the final instalment of which we publish to-day—a sketch 
of the commercial results of the great persecutions of the Jews in Spain and 
Portugal. The two paragraphs are only a very rapid and cursory survey, 
but, based as they were on entirely new materials, they constitute an appre- 
ciable addition to our knowledge of the subject. The general statement that 
the Peninsula suffered through the expulsions of the Jews towards the end 
of the fifteenth century and through the persecutions of the Marranos in the 
two succeeding centuries, is common to all histories of the Jews ; but this is 
the first time, we believe, that a specific indication has been given of the 
exact way in which the suffering was brought about and of the precise extent 
of the injury it inflicted on the commerce and political expansion of the 
Peninsula, The moral of the story should be taken to heart in Russia, 
where trade is now quite as dependent on Jewish enterprise, and where expul- 
sions and spurious conversions are calculated to cause almost exactly the 
same mischief as that which operated so powerfully in the downfall of 
Iberian Eimpire. Not less interesting is the glimpse which Mr. Wolf 
afford us of the benefits which accrued to British trade through the re- 
settlement. He quotes statistics to show that the Jews brought an immense 
capital into the country and that they were the chief channels by which the 
bullion traffic was managed during the latter end of the seventeenth century. 
The incident of Carvajal importing bullion from Spain with the assistance 
of secret coreligionists in that country has recently found a close parallel in 
certain transactions which occurred in the City of London during the Baring 
crisis. In this brief sketch Mr. Wolf has only touched the fringe of a vast 
collection of materials, the accumulation of which has been the occupation of 
his leisure during the last ten years. It is,to be hoped that he will find 
time to embody these materials in further papers.

It 
was indeed a flower sermon that our sisters preached at the St. John’s Wood 
Synagogne, for their work was an eloquent testimony of what may be done 
by industry and energy, and it proved how holy they considered the task that 


had been entrusted to them. It is gratifying to us to know 
that a suggestion we have made so often has not only been 
carried out at last, but carried out so successfully, and we 


are encouraged further to suggest that much useful work in the community 
that awaits fulfilment might be done quickly if ladies would undertake it. 
Many women, doubtless, find time hang heavily on their hands, and 
they would be glad of some congenial occupation that might prove of use 
to others. We cannot blame them if many hours of each day are passed in 
visits to their friends or to their dressmaker, or in executing’ some piece of 
faney work which, when finished, is of little use. The fault lies with those 
who do not encourage them to undertake more serious tasks. We know 
that a great many devoted women amongst us are labouring zealously for the 
benefit of their fellow-creatures; but no doubt there are numbers 
B of others who would willingly do something for the service of humanity

JEWS AND POLITICAL PARTIES. 


TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sir,—Mr. B. L. Cohen, in his letter treating of the above subject addressed 
to you last week, endeavours not to confute but to confuse the issue raised by me. 
To this I cannot consent, but must persist in confining him to the point. Mr. 
Cohen published in your journal, over his initials, a anegyric of the late Sir 
Robert Seoie: not as a man, a point of view from which I could cordially have 
joined him, but asa friend of the Jews and a politician, and then proceeded to 
indite a glorification of the Conservative Party, unjustifiable in my opinion, in a 
communication treating of a deceased friend and addressed to a class and a non- 
political organ. As a humble member of the opposing political party, I ventured 
to address you in disapproval of the course adopted, as well as in contravention of 
the presumed facts upon which Mr. Cohen’s action was based. 

_ Itmustalways be an unpleasant duty to haveto move amendmentsto an epitaph, 
as it is natural to sympathise with the sentiment de mortuis nil nisi bonum. The 
aphorism adapts itself, however, to the suggestion that in matters political, Mr. Cohen 
would have equally well served his purpose if he had adopted the earlier alter - 
native afforded by it. To publish political suggestionswith reference to one re- 
cently deceased and then to seek shelter from rejoinder behind the respect due to 
the memory of the dead, is not a method of political controversy, which I feel sure 
my friend Mr. Cohen will, after reflection, defend. I fully appreciate the cour- 
teous terms in which Mr. Cohen’s remarks ‘are couched, and beg to assure him 
that it was far from my intention to infer that his late respected brother w as 
actuated by other than the most philanthropic motives. ! 

In marked contrast Mr. Leonard Cohen accuses me in terms drawn from a 
vocabulary whose wealth I could not hope, if I were inclined, to rival, of “gross 
mis-statement in terming St. Stephen’s Cluba prominent Conservative Club.” 
He advances no argument to the contrary, beyond the fact that he is a member, 
which, with the utmost deference, I would submit is a proof of the correctness 
of my statement. My description of Court Chaplain sticker having received 
“friendly shelter” there, is not a “ misrepresentation.” According to 
Mr. Leonard Cohen’s own statement, he was present at Sticker’s meeting, 
and, doubtless, was previously aware that such a meeting was to take 
place.

I am not 
aware, however, that any endeavour has hitherto been made to unite even the 
Jews of Europe in the all important task (a) of studying the problem, (b) of 
considering what it is in their power to effect, (c) of deciding what it is advisable 
they should attempt. | 

It appears to me that the Jews of the various countries of Europe, America, 
and, if possible, of the British colonies, should be invited forthwith to send dele- 
gates with well defined powers to a Central Congress. Obviously the decisions 
of such an assembly of the choicest Jewish intellects would be accepted by Jews 
throughout the world, and unity of action would be assured. .. 

But if, in this respect, we have hitherto been guilty of a fault of omission, 
there are also sins of commission, which it is impossible to contemplate without 
amazement and alarm. Not only are the Jews not pulling together, but they are 
actually pulling in opposite directions. Thus, the Russo-Jewish Committee has 
been acting on the deliberate policy of combating the Russian iniquities by en- 
lightening and appealing to public opinion ; by bringing, to use the approving 
words of Mr. Gladstone, “a really powerful artillery upon a citadel of wrong.” 
This fighting policy may, or may not, be right ; but till it is renounced by the 
Russo-Jewish Committee, or by the representative bodies who are behind them, 
it remains the accredited plan of action of the English Jews. é 

Yet it appears that recently an influential agent has been treating with the 
Czar for an organised emigration, or rather expulsion, extending over a period of 
years, of his Russian Jewish subjects, [ do not now enter into the practicability of 


in- 


this scheme, but this much is manifest: It is a policy diametrically opposed to 


the fighting policy—a policy, if adopted, by which the Jews accept once and for 
all their sentence at the hands of the Czar, and pledge themselves to assist him in 
freeing himself from natural responsibilities, which, [ believe economic reasons 
and the opinion of the civilized world will compel him to discharge. 

This is stated to be the policy of Baron de Hirsch, and 1 shall probably be 
told, that it is impossible to check or control him ; but this I cannot credit. If 
the Baron were ten times more philanthropic than he is, which is impossible, or 
ten times richer, he could not single-handed carry out such a scheme. I doubt 
whether he could effect anything sensibly approaching it, even with the assis 
tance of all the Jews in the world. I cannot believe that, if proper representa- 
tions were made, this Prince in Israel would refuse to discuss his scheme with 
such an international tribunal, if called into existence, as I have sketched. 

It might fairly have been hoped that atleast in England, where a duly con- 
stituted body—the Russo-Jewish Committee—is in existence, there would not 
have been room for divided counsels and separate action: but such is not the 


case. The community has watched with sympathetic admiration the extra. 


ordinary manifestations of enthusiasm, which have illustrated the progress of the 
Chovevi Zion Association. Now that the objects of this body are clearly 
announced in the publication of the principal clauses of its constitution, the time 
has come for that public discussion which its promoters will doubtless welcome. 
Clearly their primary object is the foundation of a Jewish state, and, with- 
out minimising the philanthropic intentions of the Association, the p 
importation of the Russian Jews into Palestine (which is essential to the growth 
the State) is a secondary consideration. I state this because, if by a miracle the 
Russian persecutions should cease to-morrow, the Chovevi Zion Association would 
still be pledged by its articles to the colonisation by Jews of Patestine, and its 
uring territories. 
es Sot attempt in this letter to discuss the wisdom of this “ national 
idea” for the promotion of a Jewish state. For the present purpose I assume 
that all thoughtful people will recognise that it is fraught with tremendous 
possibilities, affecting the whole Jewish race. It is essentially a scheme which 
should be discussed and pronounced on by the Jews of the world. It is an idea, 
which, peuding the decision of such a central congress as I have spoken of, is 
more likely to cleave the Jewish race, than any scheme which the ingenuity of

THE JEWS’ DEAF AND DUMB HOME. 


_ TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” | 
Sir,—While the waves of anti-Semitism are running high, and the autocratic 
arbiter of the destinies of the great bulk of the Jews of the world is too often 
hounded on and aided in his persecution of them by their detractors, it is refresb- 
ing, and toa degree consolatory, to find men of true light and leading bearing 
ungrudging testimony to the high qualities characteristic of our race despite the 
adverse conditions amidst which they have so long laboured. 

In the second volume of the “ Teachers’ Manual” for the education of Deaf 
Mutes, just published by the Nestor among its exponents in Engiane, 
the Rev. Thomas Arnold, the following striking paseage occurs ge 
course of a highly appreciative reference to the “ Jews Deaf and Dumb Home 
in Walmer Road :— | 


“Mr. Schéntheil has in this condensed form (quoted in the preceding pag*) 
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given us aD outline of his method, and we are glad to find that it differs in no 
essential point from that now employed by the leading oral teachers in the United 
Kingdom. This is his theory ; but its application is especially his own. Eminently 
fitted, mentally and physically, for his diffichlt task, he has succeeded in a mannec 
which has excited the admiration of all who know anything about oral teaching. 
But he and his pupils are of a race who inherit the tendencies of a hundred 
enerations, which manifest themselves in a fine organisation, keen, mental 
notivity, great imitative power, retentive memory, and _ logical force. 
His pupils are therefore above the average of poor English children. 
What he achieves at Walmer House is not a just standard by 
which to measure our ordinary deaf-mute schools. Mr. Schéntheil, like 
Tarra and others, is a convert to the pure oral method, and carries 
into its application the resolution and endeavour to demonstrate its 
superiority which insure success. We much admire the open liberality and honest 
spirit which lead him to assist all who are striving to raise the standard of deaf 
mute education in these countries. He isa member of the Teachers’ College, one of 
its Committee of Managers and Board of Examiners ; and in all these relations 
he is highly esteemed &nd honoured by all its membera.” __

THE JEWS IN RUSSIA. 


‘| FROM OUR BERLIN CORRESPONDENT. | 


Beruin, June 15, 1891. 
The meeting of the delegates, which met here at the invitation of the German 
Central Committee for the Russian Jews, on June 9th, debated within “ closed 
doors ” from early in the morning until the evening, and the resolution wired to 
you was the report, of which copies were sent by the Committee to all the 
German newspapers. Silence has been imposed on the members, and for several 
days nothing has been heard, until now, strange enough, anti-Semitic newspapers 
report some details about the proceedings. It is hard to say, how far these de- 
tails can be relied upon, as everything connected with the Jews is falsely 
represented in these papers, but unfortunately one is compelled to refer to them 
under the present circumstances. These newspapers state, that at the Conference 
it was resolved, only to assist those poverty-stricken Russian Jews, who are com- 
pelled to emigrate, and to give up, for the present, any plans for Jewish coloni- 
sation, as there was a great diversity of opinion concerning the countries which 
could be utilised as colonies. The English and French delegates are in favour of 
Palestine and Syria, as the Russian Jews are already going there in large num- 
bers, by way of Odessa. The German Jews are, on the contrary, in favour of the 
Argentine, and propose to work in co-operation with Baron Hirsch and realise the 
plan. As the Kussian Jews were not represented, it was considered best to 
collect the necessary materials, and to hold a second conference here, to deal with 
the question of Colonisation, at which Russian Jews should also be present. The 
Russian Jewish Students in Berlin presented a petition to the Conference, asking 
them to direct their attention to Palestine for purposes of Colonisation, and they 
also state their reasons for so doing. | 


A second conference is certainly going to take place here in about a month, 


and then only will decisive steps be determined. But it must be said that much © 


dissatisfaction in certain circles exists here, at the German Committee having 
passed over several, who ought to have been present, and having invited many, 
who, were not entitled to be there. We except the following distinguished 
gentlemen from abroad: Adler, London; Loeb and Erlanger, Paris; Alfred 
Stern, Vienna ; Dr. Goldziher, Budapest ; for they are tried men who have given 
their services in the interests of the. Jews, and belong to several benevolent 
societies and associations. But amongst the German members we find several 
“ homines novi,” who were never in similar associations, and have little or no 
experience, whilst other tried men, who have worked in word and deed for the 
Colonisation and Emigration Questions, were not invited by the Committee. Thus, 
Rabbiner Dr. Hildesheimer, who has done so much for the relief of the Russian

communities, nor the Union of German Rabbis. hose fault this was, whether 
it was done intentionally or unintentionally it is difficult to say, but for the sake 
of the good cause and for the success of the deliberations of the Conference it is 
much to be regretted. 


In connection with this I will mention a remarkable article, which appeared in 


the Al/yemeine Zeitung des Judenthums, doubtless from the pen of a very clever - 


explorer. In # is shown that the purchase of vast territories in South America, and 
Jews settling there, will be of little or no use. to them, as short or long, there 
frictions with the Jews will also arise. The question can only be solved if 
the Jews resolve to occupy a suitable country, and then to govern it by themselves. 
There will be no lack of Jewish and non-Jewish soldiers, just as little as of smart 
officers and clever organisers. It would not be difficult to get the assent and help 
of the Powers, as in consequence of the Russian expulsion of the Jews, the 
Powers are equally interested in a humane solution of the matter. A committee 
consisting of Baron de Hirsch, Baron de Rothschild, Professor Léwenthal, Paul 
Friedmann, one or more representatives of England, andsome other competent 
men, should meet together and consider the project. ‘Then the author of the 
article, who does not wish uselessly to appear before the public, would act in 
common with therespective gentlemen and deliberate on this judicious plan, 
according to his mind, which can be easily carried out, as soon as the Editor of 


the Allgemeine Zeitung des Juhdenthums informs him of any interested in such a 
movement. 


A special meeting of the Committee of the Melbourne Branch of the 
Anglo-Jewish Association was held on the 4th ult., for the purpose of elicit- 
ing an expression of opinion as to the desirability, or otherwise, of the proposed 
immigration of Russian Jews to Australia, concerning which telegrams had 


appeared in the daily press. Mr. E. L. Zox, M.L.A., President of the Branch, 


occupied the chair. On the motion of Mr. Nahum Barnet, the Hon. Secretary, 
seconded by the Rev. Dr. Abrahams, the following resolution was adopted :— 


That a letter be forwarded to the Council of the Parent Body drawing its atten- 
tion to the reports which had reached Melbourne by cable, as to emigration of Rus- 
sian Jews to Australia, and urging that it be pointed out to the promoters of the 
scheme of Russo-Jewish emigration that in the opinion of the Melbourne branch of 
the Anglo-Jewish Association only sturdy agriculturists, with adequate means, 
willing to pioneer and open 7 new country, were suitable for emigration to Aus- 
tralia ; and that whilst heartily sympathising with the philanthropic endeavours 
of those who were striving to ameliorate the unhappy condition of the afflicted 
Jews of Russia, it would nevertheless strongly protest against any measures that 
might be adopted to bring about an emigration of a purely pauper class of people 
to cities which were already over-populated, and in which the struggle for existence 
was so great. 

The Trade and Labour Council in Sydney have also passed a resolution pro- 
testing against the proposed settlement, by Baron de Hirsch, of Russian Jews in 
Australia. 


As announced in our Jast issue, a preliminary meeting waa held on the 
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in Glasgow, with the view to the presentation of a requisition to the Lord Pro- 
vost, requesting his Lordship to call a public meeting of the citizens to express 
disapproval of the policy of persecution of the Jews in Russia. Sir John Neilson 
Cuthbertson was voted to the chair, and after some discussion, in which the Chair- 
man, Bishop Harrison, the Revs.

There 
was a second line of iron bars in front of where I stood, and between the two were 
armed warders, through whose medium the victuals were handed over to the pri- 
soners about four yards off. I was toofar off to hear what was said. I saw at least

type was standing quite apart, and I handed him some bread with a few silver coing 
concealed in one of the small loaves. From the prison I took a walk to the Jewish 
quarter of Marina Roschtcta. Many of the sammer villas were empty, and | read 
an order of the police posted up that no Jew was permitted to take a villa within a 
radius of 45 versts.

THE CENSORSHIP AND THE JEWS. 

A perfectly innocent pamphlet on the Jewish question in Russia, printed here 
in St. Petersburg, has met with a fate which many persons think is destined for 
human beings in this country in the years to come, if the present fanatical policy 
continue long enough unchecked by the modern principles ot civilization. This 
pook has been ordered to be burnt by the entire committee of his Majesty's Ortho- 
dox Ministers, It stands to reason that well-known Russians such as those who 
took part in compiling the pamphlet referred to, being aware of the narrow limits 
assigned to all literary activity and the dominant spirit of the present official hier- 
arch, would be very unlikely to venture upon the publication of anything against 


the Government or its policy on the Jewish question. If they wished to do that: 


they could easily issue their work abroad. The book thus committed to the flames 
was, 1 am assured, of the most harmless character. It bore the title of ‘“‘ Words to 
the Accused,” the accused being the Jews, and it was nothing more than a collec- 
tion of opinions, long ago known to the world, of all the most intelligent and com- 
petent Russians and foreigners, especially clergy, politicians, and writers. There 
were opinions of Katkoff, Aksakoff, Tchicherin, late Mayor of Moscow, of the Metro- 
politan Archbishops of Warsaw and St. Petersburg, of Bishop Nicanor of Odessa 
and Cherson, and of many other celebrated Russians, dead and living. The preface 
contained letters from Count Tolstoi, Professor Vladimir Solovieff, M. Korolenko, 
and other public men. There was no opposition in the book to the Government 
and no special demand on behalf of the Jews, nothing but a reproduction of the 
opinions of the best men of the time in favour of the Christian and humane treatment 
of the Jews. This book, in due course, went before the Censor’s Committee, but, as 

everythiog in favour of the Jews is now absolutely forbidden, that body could only 


superior considera'ion of the Committee of Ministers. This enlightened body con- 
demned it to be burnt. It is said that in the course of the proceedings some one 
asked why the Russian newspapers were not also forbidden to publish daily mali- 
gnant attacks against the Jews, thus stirring up the lowest passions of the ignorant. 
The Assistant Minister of the Interior, Senator Plehve, is reported to have re- 
plied that it was impossible to stop it. If this answer be true, it is utter non- 
sense. When a well-known journal in St. Petersburg was recently warned officially 
for its “ pernicious tendencies’ in favour of the Jews, it was declared to be pur- 
suing a courte which excited the people. On the other hand, only the other day, 
the Moscow Gazette, in whose columns quasi-penitent Nihilists daily try to atir up 
Orthodcex Slavs against every other race and creed, was allowed to publish a sensa- 
tiona] statement with impunity, which its St. Petersburg contemporary the Vovove 
Vremya was obliged to flatly contradict immediately after having reproduced it. 
Nothing was done to make the originator of the published statement contradict it 
officially, although it disclosed the existence of fresh administrative circulars 


against the Jews, at a moment when the authorities were anxious to make believe 
that their action had subsided. — Zimes. 


JEWS OF LIBAU. 

According to telegrams from Libau, the police are instituting a searching in- 
quiry into the right of residence of each individual Jew in that town. The pass- 
ports of over thirteen thousand Jews, nearly one-third of the total inhabitants, have 
been collected, and are undergoing careful scrutiny. If, as is only too probable, a 
considérable number be found to be residing in Libau, without the legal right, ex- 
pulsions will follow, as in the case of the Moscow Jews, and some disturbance in 
the shipping trades may be expected in consequence.—Standard. 

A SYMPATHETIC HUNGARIAN BISHOP. 

An Austrian Bishop, Gabriel Pap, of the Reformed Swiss Church at Komorn, 
in Hungary, has published at Budapest an appeal on behalf of the Jews expelled 
from Russia, which is so high-minded in tone as to have created a deep interest 
throughout the country. The Bishop says, “Jew and Christian fail equally to teach 
that we are the children of one Father, the children of God, and before Him brethren 
and equals. Now brothers surely owe each other love, and if there be such as hate 
instead of loving, or who seek to harm their brother whom they should serve, the 
brand themselyes with the brand of Cain. They are neither good Jews nor g 
Christians, for they trample upon the commandments and doctrines of both creeds, 
based upon Divine revelatiors}l he. @doctzines and commandmeats are indeed trodden 
under foot by those who originated wthe Jewish pereecutions and carry them into 
effect withso much atrocity.

IMMIGRATION OF RUSSIAN JEWS. 


_ The following Despatch has been received at the Foreign Office from her 
Majesty’s Consul General at Odessa :— | 


re “Odessa, June 8, 1891. 

My Lord,—I had the honour on the 6th instant to receive Sir James 
Fergusson’s telegram of the previous day instructing me ‘ to ascertain and report 
by telegrim if there is any foundation for a report that arrangements have been 
made with a steamship Company for the coriveyance of. large numbers of 
destitute Jews to London. The telegram added, ‘No opening exists in this 
country for the class of workpeople indicated.’ 

_‘ F immediately instituted inquiries on this subject, and found, as I had 
anticipated, that there was no foundation for the report in question, and [ 
accordingly despatched the following telegram :—‘No foundation for report 
mentioned in your telegram of yesterday.’ 


“There are two agencies here for the conveyance of emigrants—one called 


the Hamburg-American Company, which gives through tickets to America vid — 


Hamburg ; and another, a Netherlands Company, granting through tickets vid 
Rotterdam. On inquiry at these offices I was informed that not only had they 
not sold any tickets for England, but, though they had numerous applications 
a : ews desirous of emigrating to America, they had done very little business 
indeed. 

‘jit is comparatively easy to arrive at a fairly accurate knowledge of the 
emigration movement from Odessa because of the strictness of the passport 
system in Russia. It is impossible for a traveller to leave the country unless _ his 


passport is in order, and all Russian subjects passing through Austria and Ger- 


many are bound to have the Austrian and German visas on their passports. M 
Austrian colleague informs me that he has affixed about one hundred and fifty 
visas to Jewish passports during the past thirty days, this number including many 
family passports ; while the German Consul General has issued many less, though 
he remarks that emigrants often have their passports visa’d in Warsaw before 
crossing the German frontier. | | 

“ There are absolutely no emigrants by sea to England. 

_“ The only emigration of any consequence going on is that of Jews to Turkey. 
The Turkish Consul-General te!ls me that since the Ist to the 25th May (0.S.)— 
i.e., since May 13th to June 6th —he had visa’d three hundred passports of Jews, 
moeey accompanied by their families—1. number out of all proportion to that 
issued at this or any season in former years. He was not aware what was the 
ultimate destination of these poor people. They nearly all took passage in the 
Russian bi-weekly mail steamers to Constantinople, but whether they drifted 
thence to other parts of the Empire, and particularly to Palestine, he had — 
no means of ascertaining. From information, however, received from a 
member of the Society for the Relief of the Jews settled in Palestine, I learn 
that a number of emigrants are directing their steps to that country, some pro- 
vided with means to purchase land there, but the greater number without money, 
who only go there because they cannot find a livelihood in Russia.

HOUSE OF COMMONS.—Mompay. 


Mr, VINCENT asked the President of the Board of Trade if he could state by 
what number the 29,825 aliens showed by Parliamentary Paper No. 147 to have 
arrived in the United Kingdom during 1890 from Continental emigrant ports, and 
declared not to be en route for America, had been augmented in the first five months 
of this year; and if, having regard to the fact that 218,116 natives of England, 
Wales, Scotland and Ireland emigrated during this influx, and that over 152,000 of 
these placed themselves under a foreign flag, excepting only those calculated to 
make useful citizens, her Majesty’s Government had considered if the period con- 
templated by the Select Committee presided over by the Judge Advocate-General in 
1889 had arrived when “ legislation has become necessary, in view of the crowded 
condition of our great towns, the extreme pressure for existence among the poorer 
part of the population, and the tendency of destitute foreigners to reduce still lower 
the social and material condition of our poor.” 

Sin M. Hicks-Beacu.—We hav» a record of 11,609 aliens arrived up to the end 
of May this year, who are not stated to have been en route to America, but of course 
this number must not, any more than the 29,885 quoted by the hon. member, be - 
taken as the net foreign immigration for the purposes of settlement in this country, 
which is very much less, As compared with last year there was an increase of arri- 
vals at London and Hull (the only ports with which a comparison is possible) during | 
the first four months of 1891 of 885, but for the month of May the figures show a 
decrease of 331, making a net increase of 554 in the five months. The extent of — 
British and Irish emigration referred to by my hog. friend seems to me an argument 
against the legislation he seems to desire. At present the laws on this subject « 
the United States and the Australasian colonies are directed only against immi- 
grants likely to become a public charge, and do not exclude such immigrants as the 
Russian Jews. To exclude them you would require a law basing the exclusion on — 
the ground of poverty. If such a law were passed here and imitated by the United — 
States and other countries to which our people go, our own emigrants would suffer 
from it more than those of other countries, because there are more of them.

There being some Polish 
Jews in the town engaged in the ceramic business, they were brought to the eae 
and learned he was of their nationality and spoke ir language, but his mind 
being unhinged it was impoasible to find where he came from or who his friends were 
These countrymen of his are now. very anxious to get information as to any rela- . 
tives. His name is supposed to be Myer Elitta, and he probably belongs to Neustad, 
Poland. He is between 60 and 70 years of age, about 5 feet 5 inches in height, and 
is decently dressed. Under his waistcoast was a guernsey frock bearing the words 
“ Bonnie Princess” and “ Prince Arthur,” these being steamers which in summer 
ply between Liverpool and Landudno.

AN INTERNATIONAL RUSSIAN COMMITTEE. 
THERE is & consensus of opinion among Jews, both at home and abroad, 
that a central organisation for the practical treatment of the problems arising 
out of the condition of our. brethren in Russia, is urgently needed. It is 


some years since we first advocated in these columns the formation of such | 


an organisation, and time has only supplied additional arguments for its 
necessity. Ten years ago an outbreak of persecuting mania occurred in 
Russia, the like of which has never been witnessed in this age; and that 
disheartening episode proved only too clearly the highly dangerous position 
of the Russian Jews. It was obvious that a recrudescence of active perse- 
cation might take place at any moment. The “ May Laws” of 1882 were 
“hung up” for the time ; but there was no telling when they might be put 
in force. All this was foreseen, and for once the expected has happened 
The storm that was so long threatening has burst, only to find Jews insuffi- 
ciently prepared to meet it. If the plain lesson taught us ten years ago 


had been carried out in the interval, efficient machinery would now be in 


existence for dealing in a business-like way with the serious difficulties 
which are now confronting the Jews of the world. Instead of this, the day 
of calamity has come, and found us virtually in a state of confusion. At 
home we have two or three Committees acting more or less in concert ; 
abroad there are other Committees only slightly in touch with each other, 
and with our own organisations. Instead of husbanding our strength by 
united action, we are dissipating it by isolated efforts. Instead of present- 
ing to the world the impressive spectacle of “ united Israel,” banded together, 
not only to protest'in the name of humanity against the outrages perpe- 
trated upon the Jewish subjects of the Czar, but to palliate the dire evils 
which these hapless people are thus made to suffer, we are unable to point 
to one body as representing, in regard to this crisis, the sentiments and the 
aims of the Jews of the world. 


This is a strange anomaly, considering tha practical character of our 


race and the solidarity which exists among its various sections. It 
is an anomaly which, in the interests of the oppressed and of those 
who sympathise with them, should cease to exist as quickly as possible. 
An International Committee is an absolute necessity. Certainly, , it, 
has been -proved within the last few days by witnesses whose testimony is 
beyond suspicion—Mr. ARNotp Waite among them—that there is 
no danger of a large immigration of Russian Jews into this country. | All 
the statements, indeed, that have recently been circulated as to a wholesale 
exodus from Russia are palpable exaggerations. The public imagination is 
easily inflamed, and when the newspapers report that some twenty or thirty 
thousand Jews have been ordered to quit Moscow, the ordinary Englishman 
begins at once to picture the multitude as coming hither in a 
‘Mass, and then convinces himself that it is coming. He forgets that 
re are other countries besides England to which these outcasts 
may turn their steps. He also forgets that the majority of them will not 
leave Russia at all, but wend their way to the Pale of Settlement where the- 
tender mercies of their Government alone permit them to dwell. It is satis- 
factory to find that these reassuring facts are likely to filter slowly into the 
minds of Englishmen, and thus to steel them against the insidious sugges- 
Hons of the anti-immigration agitators. | | | 
__ Nevertheless, for the sake of our unhappy brethren in Russia it is highly 
desirable that a permanent central commission should be appointed. It is | 


n'y an international organisation that can ‘supply.those Russian Jews who | 
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do emigrate with the advice they need so sorely as to the direction in which 
they should seek their new homes. They have suffered more than enough 
from the malevolence of their rulers ; let us have a care lest their misery be 
increased by our ill-advised attempts to benefit them. There was a fear last 
week that the Berlin Committee might, in sheer ignorance of the condition 
of the English labour-market, send a batch of immigrants to this 
country. Accordingly a delegate was despatched to Berlin by 
the Anglo-Jewish Association in hot haste, in order to pre- 
vent the Committee from perpetrating a blunder which it was never in 
danger of committing. An International Commission would have rendered 
superfluous such hasty measures, which only want of concert between Jewish 
organisations could beget. The Berlin Committee must not be left to grapple 
single-handed with a problem which is only local by mere accident. It is 
essentially a Jewish problem, and the best intellects in Jewry should unite 
to deal with it. | 3 

But those who are thus to ve benefited are not restricted to the few 
hundreds who are either already on their way from Russia, or are preparing 
to leave its inhospitable territory. If the Czar’s Government persist in 
their barbarous policy, it is certain that the tide of Jewish emigration, mode- 
rate in force as it is at present, will slowly increase in strength. That 
movement, far from being discouraged, ought, on the contrary, to be pro- 
moted, if humane considerations are to prevail. For nothing but misery in 
its worst forms can result from the persistent driving back into a narrow 
zone of settlement of a multitude of human beings deprived of the means of 
subsistence. If you tear up hundreds of plants by the roots, and cast them in 
a heap into a confined yard, they will rot, and become a centre of corruption. 
This is precisely what will happen—what has happened to some extent already 
—as a consequence of the cruel, the insane policy of the Russian Government. 
The poverty and distress which the Jews, forced to herd together in the 
small towns, have to endure, represent only one phase of the terrible mis-. 
chief which the Czar’s advisers are perpetrating. Outbreaks of epidemic 
disease are another phase ; and, since epidemics, unlike Muscovite autho- 
rities, are no respecters of persons, the visitation will light on all sections of 
the population alike, on Gentile as well as on Jew. This, indeed, is the 
penalty sternly exacted by nature for a defiance of her wholesome laws, even 
though it be an Emperor who lends it his countenance. But perhaps the 
Russian Government, in its characteristic cynicism, may not object to pay 
with the suffering and death of a few even of the orthodox church for the 
fulfilment of its desire upon the hated Jews. We Jews, however, cannot be 
equally philosophic. The evils with which our Russian brethren, cooped up 
within the pale of settlement, are threatened, are so terrible as to call for the 
most determined effort to avert them. The Russian Jew must be led forth 
from this ‘iron furnace,” in which the elements of dire pain and woe are seeth- 
ing. That is the feeling which is at the root of such an organisation as the 
“Chovevi Zion.” But it is a feeling which, while it prompts us to do some- 
thing, must find practical expression in doing something useful. Sentiment — 
that is allowed to run riot can only do harm, not good. What is needed is 
an organised, carefully thought-out plan of emigration—not wholesale, but 
gradual emigration—which shall deliver the Russian Jews from their pre- 
sent woes, and ensure them surcease of misery in the future. Only one kind 
of organisation can prepare such a plan and supervise its execution—an 
international organisation. The necessity for this addition to Jewish 
machinery is now recognised by Jews all over the world, and all that 
remains is to create it with the least possible delay. 


THE CHIEF RABBI. 


The Chief Rabbi and Mrs. Adler will hold a reception at the Portman Rooms, | 
Baker Street, on Thursday next, the 25th, from 8 till 12, when they will be 
leased to see the members of the community.—We are asked to state that no 
invitations other than this will be issued. The Portman Rooms are close to the 
Baker Street Railway Station. The entrance is on the Dorset Street side. 

The arrangements for the Special Service on Tuesday next at the Great 
Synagogue -remain substantially as we have already mentioned them. The 
musical arrangements will be under the direction of Mr. Henri de Solla, 
choir-master of. the Great Synagogue. The choir will be augmented for the 
occasion to 38 voices, and the orchestra will consist of 28 ferformers, in 
addition to whom there will be anorgan. The S37 13 to be sung as a solo by the 
Rev. E. Spero is by de Soria, arranged by Mr:Spero and orchestrated by Mr. Angelo 
A. Asher, and the Hallelujah Psalm will be sung to the stirring melody composed by 
Mr. J. L. Mombach for a Consecration Service. There is peculiar appropriateness in 
the Rev. Isaac Samuel, First Reader of the Bayswater Synagogue,taking a leading 
part inthe service. He has not only been a colleague of the Rev. Dr.H. Adler for up- 
wards of a quarter of a century, but he took part also (as a chorister) in the 
service on the occasion of the Installation of the late Chief Rabbi ; his brother 
(Mr. S. M. Samuel) was also a member of the choir and sang a solo on that 
occasion. 

The Grand Rabbi of France will take a silent part in the service by opening 
the Ark. 
The excerpts from the Scriptures are peculiarly appropriate. As the Chig 
Rabbi takes the Scroll from the Ark to the Reading Desk the choir will sing :— 


Who may ascend the mountain of the Lord, and who may-stand in hig holy 
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? He that hath clean bands and a heart; who hath not set his desire 
ae vanity, and hath not sworn deoeittull . He shall receive a blessing from the 
Lord, and righteousness from the God of his salvation. 

After the Prayer for the Queen and Royal Family, the following verses will 
be recited :— 

Let the Lord, the God of the spirits of all fiesh, appoint a man over the con- 
gregation, which may go out before them, and which may come in before them, 
and which may lead them out, and which may bring them in ; that the congrega- 
tion of the Lord be not as sheep which have no shepherd, 

Son of man, I have made thee a watchman unto the house of Israel ; therefore 
hear the word of my mouth, and give them warning from me. 

Thus saith the Lord of Hosts : If thou wilt walk in my ways, and if thou wilt 
keep my charge, if thou wilt judge my house, and keep my courts, then I will give 
thee a place of access among these that stand by. s 

My covenant was with him of life and peace ; and I gave them to him for the 
fear wherewith he feared me, and stood in awe of my name. The law of truth was 
in his mouth, and unrighteousness was not found in his lips; he walked with me 
in peace and uprightness, and did turn many away from iniquity.

Hope 
thou in God : for I shall yet praise him, who is the health of my countenance and 
my God. 

The Rev. Canon Jenkins, an old and valued friend of the Chief Rabbi, has 
signified his intention of coming to town for the installation. 


Professor L. Kahn, of Brussels, has composed an elegant Hebrew ode, in the 
form of an acrostic on Dr. Hermann Adler’s name, in honour of his election as 
Chief Rabbi. The ode has been written on parchment by Heer Wagenaar, an 
Amsterdam Sopher, and has been placed in a frame so as to form a tableau. The 
ornament at the head is composed of the “ four crowns.”

THE REV. S. SINGER ON THE RELATION OF THE CLERGY 


TO THE LAITY. | 

Speaking of the relation of the clergy to the laity, in his sermon on the first day 
of Pentecost, the Rev. 8. Singer referred to the tradition that “onthe day when 
Moses handed over the Book of the Law to the priests, the sons of Levi, the rest of 
the Israelites presented themselves in a body before the lawgiver, and said to him, 
Moses, our master, did not we also stand at the foot of Sinai? Did not we also re- 
ceive the Law, and was it not confided to us? Why then dost thou give the 
children of thy tribe sovereign right over it? Theday will come when they will 
say to us,‘ The Torah was entrusted to us alone, and not to you,’ Then was Mores 
rejoiced at this proof of the people’s zeal and their anxiety on behalf the inheri- 
tance of the congregation of Jacob, and he said to them, ‘This day you are become a 
people unto the Lord your God; not until to-day hath the Lord given you a heart. 
to understand, and eyes to see, and ears to hear.’” 

The epirit here indicated was one to be welcomed and encouraged in every age. 
In the heritage of the Torah no one had a superiorclaim over his fellow: Sacerdotali:m 
had no natural root in the Jewish faith, and ought not tobe transplanted thither. 
Yet it could not be denied that the clerical mind did not always run in the same 
groove as the lay mind. The most prudent as well the most pious course for a Jewish 
minister to adopt was to ascertian what were the religious questions that occupied 
the minds of his congregants, what werethe special difficulties of their spiritual 
life, and not to evolve these out of their inner consciousness, Clergymen were not 
seldom in error in supposing that topics that interested them must necessarily in- 
terest their hearers. The preacher would do well to ask for the complete confidence 
of his flock. In his own case Mr. Singer invited his hearers to communicate to him - 
the subjects upon which they required guidance and enlightenment, and he under- 
took on his part to make such questions the basis of a series of discourses, providing, 
of course, they were suitable for pulpit treatment, and that he had the ability to 


deal with them. People no longer looked at all things in the same light as their 


grandfathers. Each age had its own problems, and it was not by ignoring or 
by despising or by mourning over them that they would be solved. Another matter 
for their serious attention was the amount of Hebrew knowledge with which congre- 
gants were equipped. Some good, he hoped, had been done by the Religion Class 
attached to the Synagogue. But they should not be satisfied ; it was intended to 
enlarge their operations, and to establish classes for the syetematic study of 
Hebrew. It would be a calamitous day for Judaism when the sacred tongue was 


banished from the House of God : but to think of the numbers of our people who 


were ignorant of Hebrew, and of the multitudes of our younger members who were 
growing up even more ignorant in this respect than their parents, was to realise a 
state of things not one whit less calamitous. Something would be done to obviate 
both misfortunes by the formation of classes for teaching the holy language in 4 
systematic manner with the view of enabling the young—though the old would by 


RO means be excluded—to take part in the synagogue services, and of opening up to 


them the priceless treasures of our sacred literature. For, however serviceable trans- 
lations were in the absence of an acquaintance with the original, it was inevitable.

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CROMWELL’S JEWISH INTELLIGENCERS. 


A PAPER READ AT Jews’ CoLLEce Literary Society, May 10. 
BY LUCIEN WOLF. 
(Concluded from May 29.) 


The political services of the Jews to the Commonwealth were not confined 


to the purveyance of news. In my paper on the Resettlement, I referred to 
several instances in which they acted as army contractors and loan-mongers. (“) 


Besides this I find that one of them was of some use to Cromwell in the higher | 


branches of his foreign administration. This man was Simon de Caceres. It 
was he who joined Carvajal in theacquisition of the Beth Holim cemetery(*), and 
his name appears, together with Carvajal and Dormido, in the petition which 
Menasseh ben Israel presented to Cromwell in March 1656, asking for a written 
confirmation of the privilege granted to the Jews of celebrating Divine Worship 
privately in their houses. (“) Caceres was a merchant whose transactions ramified 
to many parts of the world. He had himself travelled in South America and he 
had brothers settled fin the West Indies. He was on friendly terms with the 
King of Denmark and the Queen of Sweden. The latter once interceded with 
Cromwell on his behalf for certain commercial privileges in Barbadoes, (“) and 
at a later date the former gave his brother a letter of recommendation to Charles 
II., which was instrumental in procuring for the Jews in the West Indies an 
extension of commercial facilities. (“) | 3 | 

There are two documents in the Thurloe papers which show that Cromwel} 
availed himself of Simon de Caceres’s wide experience. The first is called “ A 
note of what things are wanting in Jamaica.” (") It is dated shortly after the 
conquest of the island and is in the form of a businesslike memorandum. There 
is nothing in its style which suggests an unauthorized proposal, and it bears every 
internal evidence of having been drawn up at the request of Government. Its 
very detailed recommendations seem to point to the conclusion that Caceres had 
been sent on a mission of enquiry to Jamaica, but there is nothing in 
its information inconsistent with the theory that it was derived from 
correspondents there. It gives minute advice with regard to fortifications 
and recites a long list of the tools and building materials required to 
carry them out. There is also a recommendation on the subject of provisions for 
the garrison, and an “ invoice” is annexed of the drugs wanted by ““‘ the phese- 
tions and chirurgions,” who are stated to have communicated their wishes to 
Caceres. Cromwell seems to have-acted on Caceres’s report, for in a letter to 
Major General Fortescue at Jamaica, dated only six week later, he announces that 
the ‘necessary supplies” have been sent out to him, and warns him to “study 
your security by fortifying.” (*) | | 

Together with this memorandum Caceres submitted to the Government a 
very remarkable scheme for the conquest of Chili. (“) Whether this was solicited 
or not is impossible to say, but there are indications in Cromwell’s own letters that he 
had considered it. For example, among the ‘“ benefits” which Caceres contends 
would accrue from the acquisition of Chili is the command of the South Seas, 
This, he points out, would enable the British to intercept tlie Spanish galleons 
from the East Indies and otherwise cripple Spanish trade. Cromwell probably 
thought over this proposal and came to the conclusion that he could reap these 
benefits without embarking on new conquests ; for in the very letter to Major 
General Fortescue, which I have already quoted, he says: “ We think, and it is 
much designed amongst us, to strive with the Spaniard for the mastery of all 
those seas,” and later on he refers to the desirability of hindering the Spanish 
trade with Peru and Carthagena. (*) | | 

The most interesting portion of Caceres’s memorandum, so far as Jewish 
readers are concerned, is the paragraph in which he deals with the organisation of 
the expedition. Among other things be proposes to ‘engage some young men of my 
owne nation.” This could obviously not refer to his Spanish fellow-countrymen, 
for the expedition was designed as an act of war on the Spaniards ; nor could it 
contemplate the Datch, for he speaks separately of employing j‘ mariners who 
Were with Brouwer.” By his “ owne nation,” he evidently means his Jewish 
coreligionists. This is a curious illustration of the adventurous spirit of the 
Sephardi Jews of these times. Caceres: personally participated in this spirit, for 
he offered to lead the expedition himself or to take the post of second in com- 
mand. There is nothing remarkable in a Jew being familiar with these distant 
and perilous latitudes, for we know from the fRelacion of Antonio de 
Montezinos—the work on which Menasseh ben Israel founded his “ Hope of 
Israel”—that there were Jews at that time who had travelled in Chili and Peru, 
(") It is significant of Simon de Caceres’s practical spirit that his memorandum 
makes no mention of the alleged Hebrew descent of the Chilians, which, in con- 
Sequence of the publication of Montezinos’s narrative, was just then the subject 
ofa rather heated controversy in England.(®) 

Ata later date Simon de Caceres submitted a scheme to Cromwell for im- 
Proving the administration of the Navigation Act and for the protection of the Bar- 
badoes trade. (*) This differs from the two other documents in the respect 
that it is evidently unauthorised. It is a petition for the creation of an office to 
Superintend that portion of the British carrying trade which was consigned in 
foreign bottoms and for the appointment of the petitioner to the office. 

This exhausts the notes I have been able to collect on the subject of the 
political services rendered by the Jews to Cromwell. Before I conclude, how- 
‘ver, it may be desirable that I should say a word or two with regard to the 
origin of the intelligencing facilities, which enabled Carvajal, Dormido and 
Caceres to perform these services. They were a product of the great persecutions 
in Spain and Portugal and they illustrate in a remarkable way the unwisdom of 

persecutions. 


Thecologsal expulsions of the Iberian Jews in the fifteenth century extended the lal 
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area of the Hebrew diaspora and established new links between the various Jewish 
colonies all over the world. Southern Europe and Northern Africa became fringed 
with fresh settlements of Jews, and the markets of the Levant became crowded 
with the exiles. Meanwhile the Peninsula itself was honeycombed with secret 
communities of Jews—the so-called Marranos or Anusim—who were among the 
wealthiest and most enterprising merchants in the country. Thus, at the very 
moment when Spain was on the threshold of a brilliant epoch of colonial expan- 
sion—which, if wisely managed, might have given her as wide a dominion as is 
enjoyed by Great Britain to-day—she had not only depleted herself of a numerou 

and valuable portion of her industrial population, but had raised up, both within 
and without her borders, many hundreds of thousands of embittered and insidious 
foes, who strove against her by every means in their power and who enjoyed 

peculiar facilities for gratifying their just enmity. And with every step in the 

extension of Iberian conquests the Marranos extended their counteracting rami- 
fications. The infatuation of the Inquisition assisted them in this by transporting 
to every new colony ship-loads of suspected Jews, who subsequently acted a 

agents and correspondents of their kinsmen at home and in other countries. In 
this way the net work of Jewish commerce, which already covered North-Western 
Europe, both littorals of the Mediterranean and the whole of tae Levant, became 


spread over South America, the East and West Indies, Western Africa and South-_ 


Eastern Africa as far as Hindostan and the Far East. All these colonies were in 
communication with each other and the early English Jews were in business rela- 
tions with nearly every one of them. It was consequently an easy matter for 
Carvajal and his colleagues to obtain information from the enemy’s camp during 
the war with Spain,seeing that they had agents, not only in the Peninsula and the 
Spanish colonies, but at many other points of vantage where the movements of 
Spanish shipping could be watched and whence those mysterious cypher notes 
could be despatched, which enabled the English mariners to capture many a— 
galleon rich in gold and precious merhandise. | | 

It was not, however, for this purpose that, as Burnet suggests (*): 
Cromwell originally encouraged the Jewish immigration. The news-mon- 
gering of Carvajal and his coreligionists was quite an afterthought. 
It was really the deficiency of bullion in the country which, as early as 
1643,—twelve years before the first recorded instance of Jewish political intelli- 
gencing—suggested to Cromwell the desirability of settling Jewish merchants in 
London. (*) At that time Spain, through her conquests in the New World, was 
accumulating vast reserves of the {precious metals which were prevented from 
flowing in the direction of England through the strained political relations of the 
two countries and the paralysis which the Civil War had inflicted on all branches 
of British trade. Much of the commerce of the Peninsula was in the hands of the 
Marranos, who were glad of any opportunity of throwing off their religious dis- 
guise and their political allegiance, and of transferring themselves with their 
businesses and their fortunes to more tolerant countries. Cromwell probably 
knew this, for Holland had already benetited from a migration of crypto- 
Jews, and this perhaps influenced him in holding out a welcoming hand 
to them. His prescience was amply justified. It is on record that the first 
few Jewish settlers brought with them no less a sum than £1,500,000 
in ready money, and that their turnover in trade was equal to one-twelfth of the 
annual value of the commerce of the United Kingdom. (*) One of them, Diego 
Rodrigues Marques, relates in his will that when heemigrated from Lisbon te Lon- 
don he was fitted out by his relatives with capital tojthe amount of £15,000 besides 
merchandise, (*) Carvajal himself imported annually £200,000 in Spanish 
money, in addition to great quantities of bar silver, and the shipper of the bullion 
in Spain, Francisco Lopes Franco, was a Jew. (*) At the timeof his death, 
Marques had gold and silver to the value of 1,000,545 milreis on its way from 
Portugal to England (*) These are only a few of many facts which might be 
quoted in justification of the practical wisdom of Cromwell in bringing about 


the Re-svttlement. The widely- spread connections of the Jews (“) proved,

They had an enduring effect on the material prosperity of the country at large 
Thoy helped to transfer to Great Britain many branches of trade of which the 
Spaniards and Portuguese formerly had the monopoly , and they facilitated the 
great commercial, development in England which marked the closing years of the 
seventeenth century. And these services to the country reacted on the fortunes 
of the Jewish community as a religious body. They consolidated the foundations 
of the congregation and breathed into them the breath of permanence and 
progress. The Jews became indispensable to the country. In evidence of this 
apparently over-bold statement, two significant facts may be cited. On the 
score of their commercial utility, Sir Josiah Child, the millionaire Governor of 
the East India Company, pleaded energetically for their naturalisation in the very 
first decade of their settlement ; (“) and, before the year 1700 their large transac- 
tions and commanding position on ‘Change wrung from the Corporation of 
the City of London greater privileges than were enjoyed by any other alien 
merchants. (“). They alone of all the traffickers in the metropolis were permitted 
to act as brokers without previously taking up the Freedom of the City !

JUDAISM AND CHRISTIANITY. 


— 


Judaism and Christianity —A sketch of the progress of thought from Old Testa- 
ment to New Testament. By CRAWFoRD Howe. Toy, Professor in Harvard 
University. London : Sampson, Low, Marston, Searle and Rivington, Limited, 
1890, | 
Professor Toy’s work is a closely reasoned and well-informed history of the 

rise of Christianity out of Judaism. It makes the common mistake of accepting 

what came later as necessarily better than that which existed before, the 
daughter as fairer than the mother’; but its value to us lies in its demonstration 
that the fundamental and really valuable ideals in Christianity are Jewish and of 

Jewish origin. Each of the great races that embraced. Christianity impressed its 

thought and its personality on the body of doctrine. Both branches of Chris- 

tianity, Catholic and Protestant, have followed the currents of modern thought ; 
there is not a phase of science, philosophy, or literature but has left its impress on 
the bodv of beliefs that control Christendom. But the person of Jesus has main- 
tained its place as the centre; he is the leader and model, “the fundamental 
truths which he announced are as new as they were in his time.” And what 

did this leader say of himself? Accepting every statement in the New Testa- 

ment as the genuine utterance of a period not far removed from the times it pur- 

ports to chronicle, Professor Toy, from a more minute examination and criticism 
of these records than we Jews in general think them to deserve, pronounces that 

Jesus laid no claim, in thought or in word, to other than human nature and power. 

He was conscious of profound sympathy with the Divine mind ; he revolted 

against formality ; he believed himself a prophet, sent by God with a message 

of salvation to the Jews his brothers, whom he loved ; in the intensity of his’ 
conscious union with the Divine Father he spoke of himself as the son of God 
though elsewhere as the son of man. But beyond this he did not. go. 

‘“1t would indeed be a noteworthy thing that a Jew of that period, with the 
profound Jewish sentiment of the unspeakable distance between God and man, 
should have overstepped the boundary, and being in human form,have equalled him- 
self with the Divine. For so remarkable a departure from the national thought we 
naturally demand clear evidence, and such evidence we do not find in the existing 
records of the life of Jesus,” | 

In like manner, the disciples just after the death of Jesus were merely Jews, 
who believed him to be the Messiah. They expected him to return during their 
lives to judge the earth, and were disappointed when he failed to re-appear. Even 
in the Pauline period, when Christianity received that memorable twist which 
wrenched it from Judaism and made the modern world more and less than 
Jewish, the exaltation of Jesus is always distinct from deification. The new 
paca | was a natural outcome and broadening of Jewish belicf.. There was an 
extraordinary concurrence of favourable conditions ; a people with a firmly 
organised monotheistic faith, and in contact with the best ethical thought of the 
time ; a circle within the people conscious of the lacks of the existing system and 
anxious to establish a higher spirituality. The rise of Christianity out of Judaism 
is a fact, which, though of enormous significance, is yet in conformity with a 
well-detined law of human movement. 

. After an admission so full and thoroughgoing, we shall not complain of 

Professor Toy if in details the history of Jewish thought with which his volume 


necessarily sets out leaves something to be desired. i He thinks the Jewish nation a 


less purely separate race and peculiar people than their own books tend generally 
to make them out. The composite character of the Hindu, Greek, Latin, French, 
English, and other peoples is well-known ; and the Old Testament, which is con- 
cerned to derive the Israclitish nation from Jacob, yet gives us hints here and 
there of the entrance of alien tribes, and of a mixed nationality. The conception 
of a Deity was originally low among the Hebrews ; it became ethically higher 
and higher, a statement we do not desire to challenge, since it only means 
apparently that advanced enlightenment gives clearer understanding of that 
which was the same from of old. ‘The personality of Moses is dim. 
The feast of Purim came to the Jews from the Persians. In the books 
of Tobit, Daniel, and Enoch we are suddenly introduced to a_ well- 
arganised angelic society, the individuals of which have their own proper names. 
The existence of a Persian influence on the Jewish pneumatology of this time is 
vouched for by the name of the evil spirit in Tobit; Asmodeus is confessedly the 
Persian Aeshma daeva. It is interesting to note that Professor Toy adopts almost 
the same interpretation as Ibn Ezra of those passages of Isaiah in which many 
Christians assume the fate of Jesus to be foreshadowed. The pious kernel 
of the nation was the true servant of the Lord, despised and rejected of men 
esteemed to be stricken, smitten of God, and afflicted. Yet in truth it is for the 
iniquities of the nation that he is bruised ; God laid on him the iniquity of them 
ajl,, And he sums up the significant survival of Judaism while the Assyrian and

MR. LOWY’S GUILDHALL CATALOGUE.

Catalogue of Hebraica and Judaica in the Library of the Corporation of the City 

of London, With a Subject Index, by the Rev. A. Lowy (1891). 

The Rev. A. Léwy has done a useful work well in preparing the catalogue, 
now printed under the direction of the Library Committee of the Corporation of 
London. The Guildhall collection, without being very large or exhaustive, is 
nevertheless a very serviceable one. Students of Jewish literature will find 
many a rare work here, and in some cases will be able to consult books either 
wanting in the British Museum, or at least not catalogued in the national library , 
which for practical purposes amounts to the same thing. On page 7 occurs such 
an instance, for the ‘“ Last will of Akiba Eger” is not to be found in the British 
Museum Catalogue. But apart from these instances, the Guildhall Library 
possesses most of the works ordinarily needed by the student, and these works 
are made unusually accessible by Mr. Léwy’s lucid arrangement and full indexes, 
The Subject Index, extending Ea pages 187 to 231 of the new catalogue, is an 
original departure. It would be quite impossible to expect this useful adjunct to 
catalogues like Zedner’s dealing with a very large library, but Mr. Léwy’s ex- 
ample will, we hope, be followed by future editors of the contents of the smaller 


‘but valuable ‘collections still awaiting the} description, that Mr. Léwy’s pains- 


taking and loving care has provided for the Guildhall Hebraica and Judaica. 

his library, as Mr. Lowy informs his readers, originated in a gift of some 
400 volumes, which were presented to the Corporation of London by Mr. Philip 
Salomons in 1846. This was not the only generous service performed by the 
Salomons family, for in 1873 Sir David Salomons bequeathed £1,000 to the 
Library, a portion of which sum was devoted to the purchase of Jewish litera- 


ture and to the defraying of the expense of publishing the catalogue. The cata- 


logue was entrusted to the experienced hands of Mr. Lowy, who for a long period 
has regularly acted as honorary librarian at Guildhall. Mr. F.D. Mocatta and others 


have peereny added to the value of the library by munificent gifts, and the 


British Museum has bestowed on the library some important duplicates. It may 
be hoped that these examples will be followed by others, and that,especially in the 
matter of duplicates, a better distribution may be effected than in the past. 

In reviewing a catalogue, it is only possible to point to a few salient and ex- 
ceptional points, and this we proceed to do. Mr, Lowy has certainly not been chary of 
toilsome labour. He has fully displayed the contents of certain compilations 
which contain several items ; he has analysed some of the most important works 
of reference and study ; he has enumerated the publications of societies, literary 
and other. Thus we here find a list of the most important appendices attached to 
the annual reports of the Anglo-Jewish Association, and a complete account of 
the works issued by the Hebrew Literature Society, with both of which bodies 
the editor has been himself closely and honourably connected. Many Talmudic 
and Midrashic works are similarly treated ; full statements of their contents 
and alphabetical lists of commentators being lavishly added. With some, though 
not with all, of the Periodical Publications, the same laudable course has been 
followed. Thus we find here a complete index to the contents of the important 
“ Beth Ha-midrash” of Jellinek end of the “Jahrbuch fiir die Geschichte der 
Juden.” The contents of the “Gesammelte Schriften” of Zunz are also in- 
dexed ; this is also the case with the “ Jubelschrift” volumes published in ~ 
honour of the great literary historioan’s ninetieth birthday in 1884, and with the 
Graetz “ Jubelschrift” of 1887. Under the general heading ‘“ Jews,’ Mr. Liwy 
has collected a good deal of valuable information for the study of the history of 
the Jews in America, England, Roumania and Russia. It will thus be seen that 
Mr. Lowy’s volume contains features not always found in catalogues. Added to 
this, it is clearly printed, is handy in form and scholarly in execution ; and thus 
deserves the thanks of those—may they be many!—who have the opportunity and 
desire to make use of it. 


PROF. MARKS 


ON THE RUSSIAN PERSECUTION OF 
THE JEWS. 


The Rev. D. W. Marks preached a sermon of remarkable eloquence at the 
Berkeley Street Synagogue on Pentecost, on the Unity of God as the central truth 
taught by the celebration of the festival, taking his text from Deuteronomy ix, 35 : 
“ Unto thee it was shown that thou mightest be convinced that Adonai is the God, 
and that there is none besides Him.” In the course of the very fine peroration. 
with which the sermon concluded the venerable preacher observed : ‘ There is 
nothing in history to compare with the constancy of Israel tothe great truth pub- 
lished at Sinai, nor is there any parallel to what our fathers have endured to keep 
alive in the world the pure, supersensual idea of the divinity. There have been 
martyrs of the Crossin the age of a Nero and of a Diocletian whose courage was 
upheld by the sympathy and enthusiasm of thousands. But our ancestors had to 
confront the steel and the cord, aye, and the burning pile a midst the brutal insults 
of fanatics, and many & prince, temporal and spiritual, was gathered amongst them 
togloat over the victims of an auto-da-fé. Nor has the persecution quite worn 
itself out. Even now, at the close of the nineteenth century, the Russian Govero- 
ment is disporting itself in all the barbaric cruelty of the middle ages, and 
assuredly among such nauseous names as those of Antiochus, Theodosius, Torque- 
mada and Alva,on whom posterity has pronounced a malediction, the futute his- 
torian will classify the cruel persecutor who bears the imperial title of Alexander 
III, of Russia. Whilstour hearts bleed for the fiendish barbarity inflicted by him 
and his Government on millions of our suffering brothers and sisters, we cannot but 
be sensible of the grand moral spectacle displayed by the mass of them, for, while 
under the persecution of Antiochus, a few, and a very few in the first instance, have 
bent their knee to Baal, the mass have yielded up all that makes life supportable 
to maintain their ancient creed, Th8 . And this creed will live, and take deeper 
and deeper root, and as time advances, will multiply its adherents when the name 
of Alexander III. will have perished, or if remembered at all, it will only be a8 
one of those devoid of human sympathies and characterised as hostis humani gener.”

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THE REV. G. J, EMANUEL ON JEWISH COLONISATION | 


IN PALESTINE, 


On the First Day of Pentecost the Rev. G.J. Emanuel, Minister of the Bir- 
mingham Hebrew Congregation, preached to a crowded congregation on Zechariah 
viii. In the Bible, Pentecost was only mentioned as an agricultural feast; never 
pefore the Mishna is it spoken of as “ thetime of the giving of the Law.’ Gradu- 
ally the Traditional reason for the Festival has eclipsed and taken the place of the 
Scriptural reason. This is not to be wondered at, seeing that Israel has been driven 
from Palestine and dispersed over the globe. Divorced from the cultivation of the 
soil for generations, we are now, as a people, not merely permitted to return to it, 
but weare being driven back toit. People may say, and do say with a sneer : 
“ Jews are no farmers.” ‘True, as I said before, for centuries they have been cooped 
up in dark corners of cities. But our people have wonderful reserves of power and 
will, which render them able to master new fields of action. A hundred years ago 
no Jew was allowed to enter a European University. Then the barriers were 
thrown down, At once our students won brilliant succeeses in every school of learn- 


A hundred years ago no Jew was allowed to handle a sword or shoulder a 


musket. During recent wars every battlefield has been the scene of Jewish heroism. 
What we undertake, we perform. What we attempt, we succeedin doing. True, 
we have not been agriculturists, but circumstances are directing our people, forcing 
them to turn to agricultural work, and they willsucceed in that as they have suc- 
ceeded in every other pursuit. Nay, the question is advanced beyond the speculative 
stage. After the fanatic outburst of Russian hate in the year 1881, agricultural 
colonies were founded in the far West of America. Three years. after their estab- 
lishment, they were visited by a very keen observer, who recently told an immense 
audience that he saw there “ Jews tilling the soil with success, feeling pride and 
pleasure in their ownership of land, leading a healthy life of labour in the open 
air.” He inspected the crops and tasted the melons of one whom two years pre- 
viously he had sen outfrom Galicia. Farmers in the district . testified to the mar- 
vellous improvement effected by the new life, and in the stamina, appearance and 
capabilities of our people after open-air agricultural labour.” | 

That is the one hope for our brethren—sustenance by tilling the soil. Just as 
a father takes back a wandering erring child long absent from the paternal home, 
s0 bounteous mother earth says to her Jewish children : “ You have left me long ! 
Come back to me? I will nourish you, I will give sustenance, abundance, content, 
happiness.” | 

eat where shall our brethren begin their labour as husbandmen? Canada has 
already been named, and South America and Africa, and even distant Australia. 
But acry has gone up from Russia itself. The land of our fathers. Take us there, 
' not to beg, but to work, not to die, but to hve. We love its very stones and 
favour the dust thereof. To work there, to revive its ancient fertility, to 
clothe again its fields with verdure, andits hills with hanging vines, to rx it 
again as the garden of the Lord, this will be our glory, and joy and pride. We 
shall grudge no toil, flinch not, falter not. Place us in our old land. 

_ My brethren, how shall we meet thiscry? Not with derision, Iam sure, and 
not with indifference, but with the hope, with the desire to satisfy it, An effort 
must be made to save our brethren a great long-sustained effort. Any immediate 
gift of money, however large, would not suffice. We must labour for them and 
sacrifice for them during a series of years. It would not suffice to buy land for them 
and to transport them to it and to give them seed and implements. We must help 
very carefully and very wisely, perhaps for years in succession, teaching them 
first, then guiding and guarding them, succouring them in seasons of failure until 
they can stand alone, 

This is a vast work, but the accomplishment is. rendered far easier than it other- 
wise would be, in consequence of a movement that has spread with phenomenal 
rapidity. A few years ago a society was formed among the very poor (most good 
works spring from them) called thej)"¥ ‘23M. It was a project to promote coloni- 
sation of the Holy Land. The members would subscribe small weekly amounts, and 
when there would be collected a sufficient sum, a drawing would take place, and 
the fortunate prize-winner might go himself or select some other family 
to settle there. This institution, like Jonah’s gourd, sprang up in 
a night, but not like that gourd, to perish in a night. It has 
taken root and has grown fast in every Jewish community in the land 
and not this landalone, It has been taken up by men, not only of large means and 
elevated position, but of keen sagacity and practical ability. Our trusted leaders 
have placed themselves at its head and the masses of our people are gathering 
behind. It is an outburst of Jewish nationality, but as becomes the nation of 
priests, it is nationality yet further sanctified by philanthropy and religion. It is 


the outcome of a yearning to bea nation once more, to have a country where we | 


are not strangers, But it is stimulated by its affording a promise of refuge to our 
brethren driven from their homes, and itis stimulated by the hope of exhibiting 
to the world more conspicuously than ever before the g‘orious truths given to us on 
Sinai for the benefit of all the world. 

With confidence I appeal to you my brethren to take your place in the army 
that is gathering together. You never yet flinched from labour, or from sacrifice. 
You will not flinch now. The work is a noble one. It is to join with your brethren 
of the metropolis, your brethren in every city of this great Empire, your brethren 
all over the world and not your brethren alone, to find a haven for your hunted co- 
teligionists, to revive a country dear to our race, dear to all civilised peoples. 
Determine to do this work to-day. How better can you celebrate the feast of first 
fruits the festival of revelation than by striving to realise the predictions of the 
prophets. ‘Old men and old women shall ait again in the streets of Jerusalem’ 
and boys and girls shall play therein. From Zion shall go forth the Law and the 
word of the Lord from Jerusalem.”

AUSTRALIA. 


At a public meeting held on April 27th, to promote the interests of the 
Anglo-Jewish Association in Melbourne, an interesting suggestion made by Mr. 
Nahum Barnet, the Hon. Secretary of the local branch, was brought forward and 
adopted. It was to the effect that one hundred money-boxes should be placed in 
Jewish homes, and that each child of the household should deposit therein every 
week the sum of one penny. The sum thus raised would be sent every year 
to the Council in London, to be expended in purchasing prizes for deserving 
children educated in the schools subsidised by the Association. Mr. Zox, the 
President of the branch, volunteered to provide the collecting boxes at his 
expense.

The Jewish Board of Guardians at Manchester has issued its 24th Report, 
which presents on the whole a favourable view of the state of the poorer Jews in 
that city. The report says :—In the absence of any reliable statistics of the number 
of Jewish inhabitants, no accurate percentage of increase or decrease to the ratio of 
population can be given. Statements made at random may be disregarded, as it is 
certain that eo far as relates to Manchester, and taking into account the influx of 
Jews which has taken place during the last year through the Russian persecution, 
there has been manifest improvement in the state of the poor. It is a feature of 

ve moment, however, that the number of subscribers to this 
Institution does not correspond with the -importance of its work, 
The annual subscriptions amount to £737, the donations to £236 (a falling off of 
more than £200), and the special appeal produced £935. The success of the Indus.

residential cases were 844 against 888, a diminution of 44. The fixed weekly cases 
were 358 against 372, adiminution of 14, although these cases obtained more fre. 

The casual applications increased 
from 183 to 270—which must be partly attributed to the renewed persecutions of 
the Jews in Russia. It must, however, be pointed out that so far as this Board is 
concerned there is no permanent increase of poverty, as many of the immigrants do 
not take up their residence here but, passing through Manchester, find homes in 


- America and elsewhere ; others are soon enabled to make a livelihood, and are 


absorbed in the working population. The regulations and laws of the Board are 
expressly framed to prevent pauper immigration, and their efforts in this direction 
have been successful, A feeling is growing in the country that alien immigration 
should be restricted, but so far as Manchester is concerned we can affirm that such 
immigration, limited as it has been by the laws and regulations of the Board, has 
not injuriously but, on the contrary, has beneficially affected Manchester. This 
statement is fully borne out by the valuable Report on Emmigration and Immigra- 
tion presented to the Board of Trade by Mr. R. Giffen. The Board has always dis- 
couraged pauper immigration, and the distribution of casual relief in 
the number of casual cases in the past year is actually less than 
in 1867, the date of the organisation of the institution. e Medical

Portsmouth with the intention of getting help from a friend whom, however, he 
could not find. He desired Mr. Joseph to baptize him ; and it was eventually 
that he should present himself the next morning, which he did, After being 
baptized the prisoner expressed a wish to return to Warsaw to throw himself u 
his father’s mercy, but said he was unfortunately without means. Eventuall Mr. 
Joseph advanced him £2 10e., and it was decided that he should proceed to New. 
haven, as being the most direct route for Poland. Suspicion was, however, aroused, 
and the case was placed in the hands of the police, who ascertained that instead of 
going to Newhaven the prisoner went to Southampton, where he again attempted 
to get baptized. He had also been baptized at Brighton. Prisoner was sentenced as 
a rogue and vagabond to six weeks’ imprisonment with hard labour.
